Louisville Unable to Connect Schmidt 


With Kellner Murder. 


Louisville, Ky., Kept. In.—Investiga- 


tion here today failed to establish any 
connection of Rev. Hans Schmidt, held 
in Xcw York for the murder of Anna 
Aumullor, with the murder in Louis- 
ville of eight year old Alma Kellner, 
whose mutilated body was found in the 
basement of St. John's Catholic church 
May 30, 1!)10. Nearly six months after 
his disappearance Rev. Schmidt was vis- 
iting in Louisville as the guest of Rev. 
H. 13. Wcsterman. pastor of the church 


f tho Immaculate Conception at 
the 


time of the Kellner girl's disappearance. 
The manner in which the Kellner girls' 
body was cut into pieces and disposed 
of being similar to the methods employ- 
ed in the, murder of Anna Aumuller, 
caused the suspicion that Schmidt might 
have been connected with the Kellner 
murder. 


LONG UNDER SUSPENSION. 


German Newspaper Turns Up Soma of 


Schmidt's Early History. 


Mainz, Germany, Sept. 15.—The Jour- 


nal today says that Johannes Schmidt, 
belonging to the Mainz bishopric, has 
been long

bishop lie disappeared from Mainz and 
later arrived in Munich, where he was 
arrested on a charge of- committing a

of frauds,

One of the favorite "arguments" of the partisan 


bosses in their futile effort to stem the popular drift to the 
non-partisan movement in the present Fort Wayne cam- 
paign is to'raise the cry of "traitor," "deserter" and 
"ingrate." These and a miscellaneous assortment of 
siraiar epithets are being applied with much vigor to those 
who have risen above the plane of narrow partisanism in 
the present instance and propose to stand unitedly for 
Port Wayne first, leaving party divisions and party ques- 
tions and party policies to those contests in which there is 
some legitimate ground for honest difference; of basic 
opinion. The question of party loyalty in connection with 
purely local affairs has already been very ably discussed 
by the publicity bureau of the non-partisan city central 
committee, and it is a phase of the present contest that 
cannot be too strongly emphasized. It is tho absolute 
elimination of party lines that forms the basis for hope of 
better city government. The effort, for efficiency is a 
crusade against a system. Tt is a revolt against the party 
machine which demands its grist as the price of victory 
and obligates its votaries to the party instead of to tho 
people. The attempt to wield the party lash by threats of 
excommunication shows how desperate are the party or- 
ganizations as they are confronted by the phalanx of citi- 
zenship that is demanding efficient city government in- 
stead of an efficient party machine in the city hall. The 
appeal to party fealty is wholly unjustified by the logic of 
conditions in city affairs, for the partisan advocate has 
nothing to advance that is at all different or that offers 
any sort of hope beyond that which has been tried and 
found wanting. The desire for progress and for a better 
order of things governmental cannot be made subservient 
to imaginary party lines, and the cry of "traitor" will fail 
when the voter takes time to thoughtfully consider the sit- 
lation from the standpoint of his own interest in seeing 
Fort Wayne advance. 
Citizenship is invariably higher 


than blind partisanism. It is preparing to rise to its op- 
portunity in Fort Wayne in November.

only survivor of the Cnster massacre.

Horn on .lune 24, 1870, in which Cnster 
and practically all of his command per- 
ished.

in the battle Held. There was not scalp- 
ng and no mutilation.

Never Killed Scouts.

n knew me as Curley. 


By some of the

Bloody Knife. 
Though 1 was a scout 


for the army, I was in no danger from 
the Indians except the danger of being 
accidentally shot in battle. The Indians 
never purposely killed a scout.

" saw Cnster lighting with his saber, and 
f thought he was the last man alive 
there, lint 1 soon saw that his brother, 
Lieut. Tom Custer, was lighting beside 
him.

Indians could have killed him 


easily before that, but the purpose was 
Lo take him alive. The reason for that 
purpose is known to me, and I shall tell 
if it in a story I am going to write. 
Fourteen Indians whom he had sla'shcd 
and gashed with his saber lay near him, 
most of them dead or dying.

but wo coifhl not save him from prison,^ 
and he died in Leavenworth fourteen. 
years later. 
There was no justice in 


trying him. He was lending a rebellion, 
but. after the leaders of the confederacy 
were pardoned so freely, he was entitled 
to the same treatment."

Lindemnnn was conscious when 
rescuers Breached the scene of the acci- 
dent, and related a thrilling story of 
the affair. 


Fryback Was Careless. 


Lindemann stated that he and Frv- 


back met the two girls at the roof 
dance hall, corner of Court and Main 
streets. Tho fonr^planned a party, and 
Frybnck stated that he wished to dance

the party at the Bismarck. 


Knowing that the use of his employ-

IN CZAJTS REALM 


Settlement in Northern Si- 


beria Makes Its Own 


Laws. 


AUTHORITY IS DEFIED 


St. Pctorahiirff, rVpl. IS.—Ono of tho 


most troublesome tasks of Privy Coun- 
cilor N. A. Ungaloff, who has just been 
brought from governing , TeliCTnikoff to 
tha ministry of the interior, is to decide 
ivhnt should be done with the Imansk 
republic, the mysterious commonwealth 
whose deeds and terrors have astonished 
Russia during the last six months. 


For twenty years this Jmanak repub- 


lic has existed in the czar's dominions, 
with its own constitution, laws, punish- 
ments, printing press nnd police, yet its 
discovery is only recent. 


The Imansk republic was .found last 


year by the traveler, Kanimir Yeliki, 
who had made n. tour up to the Ussuri 
and up part of the Inmn river to look 
for sables. It lies 3ftO miles from Vladi- 
vostok, in an unexplored part of Pri- 
morsk province, in the vvnllry of a trib- 
utary of the t'ssuri. It is entirely with- 
inp the Russian empire. All other vil- 
lages .and settlements in Hie neighbor- 
hood are officially known ami are sub- 
ject to tho jurisdiction of the czftr's gov- 
ernment. 


Veliki hit upon it accidentally and 


with peril to himself. 
\Vhen crossing 


the 
country 
which on the 
maps 
is 


marked blank, he came 
upon 
some 


isolated farms and, farther on, a town of 
about J.Onil houses. Imagining ,himself 
to be near an unknown Chinese settle- 
merit, ho went on and came across Mon- 
golian-looking infants . who, to his sur- 
prise, cried out to him in a mongrel Rus- 
sian dialect. 


Discoverer Is Seized. 


A moment later he was challenged hy 


an armed man and seized. 
He found 


himself in a big village with houses .and 
church mainly in 
linssinn style, 
hut 


showing strong Chinese influences; and 
lie learned that he was in a RiiRfio-rhi- 
ueso community 
which 
called 
itself 


Imanskaya Republika, and claimed to 
bo independent of both the czar and of 


the government of IVkin. 
Over a rlirtv 


inn flnnti-d a flag which resembled the 
IIusHian tri-color, but was emhroi<ler-.><] 
with a bad copy of the Chinese drngon. 
Hy n stroke of luck and after surprising 
adventures, Veliki escaped before he 
could find out more about this unknown 
republic. 


At Vladivostok Veliki's story was at 


first not believed. Afterward a commis- 
sion of inquiry was sent out. under :m 
escort of fi(H) Cossacks, with three moun- 
tain guns. The roininission occupied the 
town by surprise, and returned to Vladi- 
vostok with a complete report. 
It dis- 


covered 
that 
the republic had been 


started at first as a holy retreat for as- 
cetics and that it afterward fell into the' 
hands of Russian and Chinese convicts 
and prospered ama/.iugly. 


Founded by Millionaire. 


The founder was the millionaire as- 


cetic Innokenti Sibirakoff, who inherited 
a fortune of $2r..OIKI,Ono, fell under the 
influences of mystical persons and finally 
gave up his property and wandered 
about Siberia and Russia as a "bessere- 
brenik" (a bepfger.) 
' 


When traveling in East Asia he was 


struck by the, secluded position of the 
Iman valley, lie gave fn.OflO to throe 
holy men to build log houses and a log 
church. The good men and twenty other 
persons prayed there for three years. 
In the fourth year there descended upon 
them a band of Yakatsk convicts, who 
murdered the whole twenty-five persons. 
These invaders started the Imansk re- 
public, which was first a mere robbers' 
den. 
and for two years kept pirate boats 


on the t.Tssuri river. 


The republic developed. More bandits 


and convicts came, drank, fought and 
murdered. Xex( came the Chinese, with 
their wives. The bnjidits murdered tho 
Chinese and stole their wives. 


Makes Its Own Laws. 


The settlement, grew, made its own 


constitution and laws and in the village 
and country around eomitcd nearly 5.0(1(1 
adherents at the time it was discovered 
by A'eliki. 


The Russian 
commission, 
carefully 


guarded by the film Cossacks, set itself 
to examine the laws,and economic state 
of the republic. They had opportunities 
to see the law at. work. \Vhen they en- 
tered the village,a man was being hung 
up hy the heels for stealing a horse, and 
not far off n naked Chinese, who had 
been beaten to Vath. lay in the snow. 
Arnund his body danced fmansk women, 
singing menacing songs. 
The punished 


Chinese, it appeared, had broken the 
local fishing Inw. 


The Imnnsk republic proved to have 


n whole code of laws, which can not he 
traced to any Russian or other origin.

Ancient Industry. 


The gold beater's art is one of the 


oldest of the Industries, and it is car- 
ried on today much the same as it 
was in ancient days, but a. new proc- 
ess of making gold leaf has been re- 
cently introduced in England, whicu 
bids fair to make a revolution in art. 
In making these waferlike sheets by 
the new process a ring of aluminum 
about five feet in diametsr and about 
five and a half inches in width is em- 
ployed, and this is coated with a so- 
lution of glim, and after drying is 
dusted with some metallic powder in 
a thin layer. 
After this layer has 


been polished an electro deposit of 
nickel is made upon the polished lay 
er of baser metal and gold is then 
electro deposited on tho nickel. Each 
of tho four layers is very thin, and 
the composite layer is said to be thin- 
ner than tho ordinary gold leaf. When 
tho formation of the leaf has been 
completed, the film is cut to expose 
the soluble base layer of gum and the 
ring Is immersed in a solvent liquid 
•which dissolves the gum 
and 
the 


metal' film falls onto a band moving 
at the same rate as the ring, which 
last is rotated in the dissolving li- 
quid, the film and paper being finally 
cut Into book size.
